3. There are approximately 50,000 Soviet civilians and troops in the Dairen 
‘area, 30,000 Soviet infantry troops in the Port Arthur area, and 5,000 
Soviet armored car troops in the Hsihe area. Around carly Larch there were 
frequent troop movements to and from Dairen.
